and that the United States collaborate 
with other Powers toward revision of 
international law. 
As provided for in conditions of the 
award, the winning plan was devoted 
partly to argum entation in support of 
its underlying principles.

icy of their governm ent. 
Private con­ 
cerns making such shipm ents do so 
at their own risk. 
The significance of the state de­ 
partment announcem ent and the in 
structions of the department of jus­ 
tice is that, while sales of munitions 
to the De la Huerta faction are legal­ 
ly perm issible, any American concern 
m aking such sales does so in spite 
of the American 
governm ent’s 
ex­ 
pressed disapproval. 
Moreover, the 
sales must be made entirely at the 
risk of the private Individual con­ 
cerned, who will have no recourse in 
case of loss arising under any circum-, 
stances whatever.

Henceforth the Denting will be sav­ 
age, continuous and w ithout q u arte r 
betw een the R* publican reduction plan 
aa fram ed by ftecretary of the T re a s ­ 
ury Melton and the Democratic reduc­ 
tion plan* written by the D em ocratic 
leaders of tho House with advice and 
consent of tire Democratic leaders in 
the Senate. 
A third tax reduction plan fram ed 
by, R epresentative Frear, Republican 
of W isconsin aud s u p p o r t e d by the 
handful of militant Insurgents in both. 
Houses, was tossed into the a re n a to­ 
day by its author. It proposes far 
m ore sweeping reductions than either 
old party plan. By common consent, 
however, the main bout will be con­ 
fined to the principles. 
Publication of the D em ocratic plan, 
d e s ig n a te d 'as a substitute for >he Mel­ 
lon plan, was the signal today for a 
com bined 
Democratic drive ag a in st 
(the adm inistration proposal and a vig­ 
orous attack on what the Ifem ocr^ts 
described as “a flood of propaganda ”, 
in favor of the Mellon plan by the 
’’big busness in terests’’ of the coun­ 
try. 
For weeks, the D em ocrats cnarged, 
m em bers of Congress have peen re­ 
ceiving from fifty thousand to 60,000 
Vetters and telegram s daily urging en­ 
actment. of the Mellon bill, with the 
wording and form so sim ilar as to 
convince them of an organized propa­ 
ganda, em anating from “a coumuur 
source.”

Friendship is imperishable even on earth, for its quality and 
its influence inevitably pass into our character. If we choose to 
be friends with the mean and malinant (not to raise them but to 
adopt their ways), we shall become mean and malignant too. If 
we by preference consort with greatness of soul and essential no­ 
bility, we must, though imperceptibly to ourselves, absorb some­ 
thing of these qualities into our own being. As we touch pitch 
and are defiled, so we communicate with beauty and partake of 
it. 
Habitually to dwell with truth and decency and dignity must 
almost certainly mean a lasting bias in favor of these lovely things. 
The child who is brought qp among ruffians will be fortunate to 
avoid having his character permanently seared and blasted. 
We choose our friends, our friends choose us, because we mu­ 
tually find congenial impulses and aspirations. 
General Stone­ 
wall Jackson said the same end must be proposed and the same 
means approved if friendship is to be fond, and lasting. 
In that 
greatest friendship of all which subsists between husband and I 
wife there cannot be permanence unless both partners have the 
same* ideals in the planning of a home (which is a personal rather 
than architectural affair) and the training of a child. 
Life is said to be, at best, a very lonesome business. We are 
reminded constantly of upreared walls through which there is 
no feeling and over which wre cannot look, between one human 
being and another. 
But a true, deep friendship discovers to each I 
of us surprisingly how near we may approach through all the 
barriers of sense and custom and our separate physical frames 
that are the temples of the indwelling spirit. It is not so much I 
the separate embodiments of our beings as it is the spiritual differ-: 
ences that estrange and prevent our being friends.

fat in frying of foods or in the con­ 
cocting of rich pastries if a wasteful 
and harmful habit. 
In the first place 
such additional fat is not needed and 
is therefore inclined to over-enrich the 
diet and lead to overeating. Secondly, 
the combination of fat with starch and 
sugar, either in frying or when mixed 
with other ingredients, results in a pro­ 
duct which is notoriously difficult of di­ 
gestion. 
Thirdly, such fats are abso­ 
lutely devoid 
of minerals, proteins, 
vitamines, and hence their ^ use 
in­ 
creases the danger of deficiency of 
some of these most essential elements. 
All that has been said about the sur­ 
plus use of fat in cooking applies to the 
use of fat meat. It ha* nothing to rec­ 
ommend it at all, except that of being 
a source of fuel energy in a most con­ 
centrated form. 
Its use may be ex­ 
cusable in the diet of the Eskimo, or 
other men doing severe work in rig­ 
orous climates, but for the ordinary 
American, especially if he be an indoor 
worker, the use of fat m eat or exces­ 
sive fat in any form is a dietetic evil. 
Many of the arguments above given 
against the use of fat apply to the use 
of ordinary commercial sugar. 
In the 
plants from which sugar is derived 
it is at least combined with mineral 
salts, cellulose, the water-soluble vita­ 
mines. 
But in the refining process, a1! 
these elements are discarded and we 
have chemically pure sugar. 
T his in 
conjunction with a diet o f refined ce­ 
reals, meats, potatoes and refined fats 
which are already deficient results in 
I increasing tbs proportion o f such de­ 
ficiency.
